The president denied himself to callers

“ The packere realize that the spread of 
the hoof and mouth disease has created 
a eerious situation, and they are ready 
to disregard commercialism in order to 
stamp it out. There will be a temporary 
ces#ation of activity at the yards, but it 
is felt thet drastic action will best con- 
serve the interests of everybody con- 
cerned.” 

No Raise in Prices, 

That meat prices will not be pereeptibly 
affected by the closing of the stockyards 
wae the opinion expressed by Edward 
Tilden, president of Libby, McNeill & 
Libby. 

“1 don’t think the priceof meat will in- 
crease,” he said. “If it does, it will be 
so slight that it wouldn't be taken ad- 
vantage of by the butchers. There have 
been no cases of the disease reported in 
the west, which is the big source of'sup- 
ply, and the packers are well fixed to 
handle shipments at Omaha, Kansas City, 
and other western planta 

“ About the only people who will be 
affected are the laborers at the yards, 
From 5,000 to 7,500 may be temporarily 
idle. 

* feel gure the situation will be cleared 
up at the end of two weeks. The govern- 
ment hes ar army of inepectors here. The 
source of the disease will be located at all 
points and shipments from these localities 
will be stopped.” 

Views of Morris & Co. 

OC. M. Macfariane, treasurer of Morris

& Co.'s 7,000 Chicago employés will be 
idle, and he added thet there is no danger 
of a meat famine. 

“On our Chicago business the closing

Gemmill Tells of Holdup Under His 

Window—Then Shows No Mercy

CZAR ON WAY TO THE FRONT. 


Cheered by Crowds at Minsk, Where 
He Confers Medals on Wound- 
ed lar 
PHTROGRAD, via Londen, Nov. é4— 
Emperor Nicholas stopped at Minsk, cap- 
ital of the government of Minsk, today 
on his way to the battle front. He at- 
tended « service in the cathedral and vis- 
ited the hospital, where he conferred med- 
ale of the Order of St. George on many 
wounded soldiers. Early this afternoon 
the emperor resumed his Journey amid en- 
thusiastic cheers from large crowds in the

Vancouver, B. C., Nov. 4.—No appre- 
hension is felt here of a raid on Victoria | 
and Vancouver by the German warships 
which scored a victory over the British 
squadron in the South Pacific on Sun- 
day.

For governor, Dr. James Withycombe, 
Republican, succeeds Gov. Oswald West, 
Democrat. The state legislature remains 
Republican. 

Oregon adiopted the prohibition amend- 
ment by a large majority. All but five of 
the other twenty-eight measures re- 
ferred or initiated by the people appear 
to have been defeated. One measure that 
seems certain to have passed requires 
voters at all elections to be American 


citizens, instead of being eligible after

The Illinois 
Supreme court held that the Chicago ordl- 
nance was inval.d because “‘ an act of the 
legislature which deprives the citizen of 
h.s liberty or property rights cannot be 
sustained under the police power unless 
the public health, comfort, safety, or wel- 
fare demands such an enactment.”

A lawyer to whom the California Su- 
preme court's opinion was referred said 
he thought that the courts of other states 
would not go as far in disturbing existing 
conditions. The reason for his opinion 
was this: The California law was found- 
ed on the Roman law; that of most states 
on thecommon law.

Under the Roman law 
the divine right of private and public 
heaith came ahead of the divine right of 
private property.

guards, who received the Distinguished 
Service order in the South African war, 
and Maj. the Hon. Alexander Hore-Ruth- 
ven, who won the Victoria cross in the 
Soudan under Lord Kitchener. 

The name and title of Lord Ruthven 
are familiar to all students of Scottish 
history. The third Lord Ruthven [the 
name is pronounced as if spelled Rivven] 
was the principal actor in the murder of 
Rizzio, the troubadour favorite of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, in the palace of Holyrood 
at Edinburgh.

It seemed probable from the returns as 
received up to midnight that the entire 
Republican state ticket had been elected 
by pluralities averaging about 40,000. 


15.000 Behind Estimate Here. 
Sullivan carried the city of Chicago by 
50,058 over Sherman, about 15,000 under 
the confident estimates made in his behalf 


election. Sherman carried the 200 pre- 
cincts in the country towns of Cook coun- 
ty, including Oak Park, Blue Island, the 
north shore suburbs, Harvey, and the 
rural qntskirts by 2,459, Sullivan running 
third. This left Sullivan's net plurality 
over Sherman in Cook county, on the 
face of the police returns, at 56,599, with 
which to offset the downstate lead of 
Senator Sherman.

Six Hundred Feeders Isolated. 

The herd of 600 feeders among which 
cases of infection were found were shut 
off from the rest of the cattle at the south- 
ern end of the yards and three of the 
stricken animals were killed last night. A 
ditch 135 feet long. twelve feet wide, and 
eight feet deep has been dug opposite 
Forty-fifth street. and as soon as the in- 
fected animals are appraised they will be 
killed and thrown into the trench. 

The eleven cows which were exhibited 
at the National Dairy show, some of them 
Holsteins worth thousands of dollars, will 
be appraised today. Then they will be 
killed. Under the law the state and fed- 
eral governments jointly reimburse the 
stock owners for the animals killed. Their

EXCHANGE OPENS SOON. 


New York, Nov. 4.—[Special.]—The 
British moratorium ended today and great 
interest centers on the first fortnightly 
settlement to be held Nov. 18.

San Antonio, Tex., Nov. 4—If all of

Oarranza Arraigns Enemies. 

The statement said Gen. Carranza had 
issued the following relative to the ac 
tion of the delegates at Aguas Calientest 

“These valiant generals have made 
effective a resignation that has never 
been presented or forwarded by me, and 
they have even gone so far as to appoint 
@ president. 

“‘And by this last act they have falien 
into a neat trap prepared for them by 
Deome of the Maderista ocongressmen—the 
same ones who distinguished themselves 
as being responsible to a great extent in 
the causes which led to the overthrow of 
the democratic government of the Apoe- 
tle Madero. These very same men are 
now causing more trouble for the nation 
through their intrigues and ambitiona,”’ 


Government Moved to Puebla. 

Bl Paso, Tex., Nov. 4.—The Constitu- 
tional provisional government, with its 
cabinet members and archives, was 
moved today to Puebla, where Gen. Car- 
ranza has been for several days, an offi- 
cial report received today from Mexico 
City said. The cause of the change of 
the government seat was not given. 


Reports Anti-U. 8S. Talk. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 4.—Brig. Gen.

October Shows Huge Balance 
in U. 8S. Favor. 


WAR SEES BIG CHANGE. 


in August. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 4.—Commerce 
department officiala estimated tonight 
that October’s export balance in favor 
of American trade would amount to $60,- 
000,000, 

That would be an increase of $44,000,000 
over September's balance, indicating the 
tremendous extent of the trade pendu- 
lum's swing since the first month of the 
war. In August the value of imports 
exceeded exports by $20,000,000, but as the 
sea highways were cleared and war be- 
gan to make ite demands on American 
mills and granaries, there was an imme- 
diate change. 


Based on Chief Ports. 

The department officials based thetr 
estimates of October’s exports on reports 
from New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Galveston, New Orleans, San 
Francisco, Seattle, Detroit, and Buffalo, 
which handle about 80 per cent of the 
country’s Exports from those 
points for October amounted to $162, 420,- 
000, while the imports—about 85 per cent 
of the A merican total—were $119,170,000. 

Figures for the first three days of the 
month were estimated. The rapidity of 
the exports’ growth during the month is 
shown by the weekly figures. For the 
week of Oct. 4-10 the exports were $84,890,- 
000. In the following week they decreased 
by $6,000,000, but in the third week they 
jumped to more than $38,000,000 and in the 
last week of the month they reached a 
total of $46,900,000. : 


October Exceeds May, 

“The ten ports under consideration,” 
said the department’s statement, “ thus 
show an export balance of about $48,000,- 
000, while the business at the remaining 
ports of the country will probably bring 
the tctal export balance to $60,000,000,”"

HEINZE, COPPER 
MAGNATE, DEAD 


Spectacular Career in Poli- 
ties, Finance, and In- 
dustry Ended. 


WON AND LOST FORTUNE 


Saratoga, N. Y., Nov. 4—F. Augustus 
Heinze, owner of immense copper inter- 
ests in the west, died suddenly here to- 
night. 

Mr. Heinze, whose legal residence was 
Saratoga, came here yesterday from New 
York to vote. He became Ili suddenly 
yesterday afternoon at the home of his 
counsel, Judge Nash Rockwood. His 
condition grew steadily worse and he ex- 
Pired early thig evening. 

Mr. Heinze had been afflicted since last 
June with cirrhosis of theliver. He came 
here against the advice of his physician. 


Career Spectacular One. 

The death of Mr. Heinze brings to an 
end one of the most spectacular careers 
in finance that this country has known. 
His story is that of a man who attained 
phénomeénal success within a few years, 
and then went down as rapidly. 

As the promoter of great copper inter- 
ests in Montana, Heinze carried on for 
years industrial, financial, and political

For two weeks the authorities of Zion 
City, under the direction of Overseer 
Voliva, had attempted to stamp out an 
epidemic of smallpox. Their regulations 
were useless, for the disease spread, until 
there were nearly fifty cases In the city. 


Stormy Scene Ensues. 

The state board of health delivered its 
ultimatum on Tuesday. A stormy scene 
ensued between Overseer Voliva.and Dr. 
Crawford. Grumbling and grudg y the 
overseer consented to allow the state au- 
thorities to take charge of the situation. 
His only proviso was that not more than 
two outsiders be allowed to have a hand 
in the city’s affairs. 

The first act of the new overlord was 
to authorize the mayor of the city, W. 
Hurd Clendinen, to issue a proclamation 
instituting a rigid quarantine on the 
premises of all persons afflicted with 
smallpox. He then swore in six deputy 
inspectors to assist him in maintaining 
the quarantine. 


_ Exposed Persons Quarantined. 

The proclamation makes it the duty of 
all persons having knowledge of suspi- 
cious cases to report them at once. All 
persons afflicted must be taken to the 
abandoned schoolhouse used as an isola- 
tion hospital. All persons exposed will be 
quarantined for twenty days. Ali public 
gatherings are prohibited, there must be 
no canvassing from house to house, and 
all children under 16 years of age must 
remain at home. Violations are punish- 
able by heavy fine or imprisonment. 

The provision against public meetings is 
expected to interfere with the weekly re- 


'ligious meetings of the followers of Zion.

‘* Some time ago,”’ Dr. Noble M. Dber- 
hart said, “ we wrote to twenty-two hos- 
pitals in the city asking them about ac- 
commodations for patients with conta- 
gious diseases. Fifteen of them replied 
expressing regret at the lack of facilities 
in Chicago for caring for that kind of 
patients. 


40,000 Contagious Cases Yearly. 

“Bleven thought that better arrange- 
mente should be made at the county hos- 
pital. There are more than 40,000 conta- 
gious disease victims in the city every 
year. Only about 10 per cent of that 
number are sent to hospitals.” 

Dr. Martin M. Ritter, chairman of the 
propaganda committee of the medical so- 
ciety, said the city and county institu- 
tions where these diseases were taken 
were filled, and that a political ‘‘ pull” 
was necessary to get patients into the in- 
stitutions. 

‘‘ There are a large number of patients,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ who do not want to be taken to 
a free institution, where they are placed 
in the hands of young internes and not 
allowed the services of their family physi- 
cian. 

Children Two in a Bed. 

“I knew of several cases where children 
have been placed two in a bed at the 
county hospital, and the two had different 
diseases. The result was that both of the 
children had two diseases before they left 
the hospital.”

They Hate Real Detectives in 
London. 


The @etection of murder in London, 
Engiand, ie nearly 100 per cent efficient, 
according to a letter from Capt. Arthur 
J. St. John of the Penal Reform League 
of London received by Judge Gemmill of 
the Municipal court yesterday. 

With a population of 7,758,080, there 
were forty-five cases of murderand man- 
slaughter in 1918. There was no one of 
the twenty-one murders in which'the per- 
petrator was not apprehended. Nine of 
the murderers committed suicide; twelve 
were brought to trial, and ail convicted. 
Five were found to be insane, and the re- 
maining seven were sentenced to death. 

The total persons tried for all crimes in 
the year wae 128,604. Of these, 90,586 
were convicted.

They undertook to put the 4,000 dwellers 
in darkness in touch with jobe and suc- 
cVeeded beyond expectations, accoréing to 
Mrs. Ignace J. Reis of 4468 Berkeley ave- 
nue, who had the task in charge. 

This was the first large display of arti- 
cles made by thé blind, she said. 

More than 1,000 persons viewed these 
articles with approval and many left or- 
ders. There were “woven rugs” with 
the marvelous colors which only blind 
weavers can arrange, and beadwork and 
basketry and shawls. There were“ hug- 
me-tights,"" warm slippers, brooms, end 
countless other things. 

—— 


Placards announced the names of blind 
piano tuners and stenographers open to 
engagements. 

Dr. J. N. Beiotin, president of the So- 
cial and Mutua! Improvement association 
of the blind, made an appeal for employ- 
ment rather than charity before the crowd 
began to inspect ‘the articles. 

H. B. Legler, city librarian, who frst 
interested the women in the work of as- 
sisting the blind through reading clubs, 
announced his surprise at the handicraft 
displayed by the sightless. 

Mrs. Reis told how the exhibition had 
been brought about. 

“ When we went around reading to the 
blind,”” she sald, ‘we found that the 
young people were not reading cheerful 
literature. The books they were absorb- 
ing through their fingers were fit only 
for people of another world—not live boys 
and girls. 

** But this was not the only discovery we 
made. We found that blind people did not 
want free Thanksgiving dinners and ex- 
tremely disliked wearing old clothes. 
What they wanted was a chance to sell 
their wares and work. This we Jewish 
women were determined that the biind 
should have.” 

-~—- 

The conference of Jewish Women’s or- 
ganizations has published a catalogue 
listing the articles made by the 2,000 
blind persons and the approximate prices 
of each article. These catalogueg will be 
distributed in women’s clubs. Speakers 
will try to get the members of the clubs 
to give the preference to the blind in 
placing orders for articles which they can 
make. In this way, they said, charity 
work among the blind would be simpli- 
fied. 

The exhibit later will be taken to the 
north side and then to various. parts of 
the city. There will be an attempt to 
have the articles placed on permanent 
exhibition in the loép, Mrs. Reis said. This
